For the purpose of adopting a
platform of principles, Democrats

throughout the State will hold a

convention In Louisville Tuesday,

August 31.
This was decided upon Saturday

afternoon at a Joint meeting of the
Democratic State Central and Exec

utive Committees held at the Gait

House, Louisville. The meeting was

presided over by Rutus H. "Vansant,
'

of Ashland, chairman, and was har-

monious from start to finish. Just
before tho meeting adjourned, a res-

olution naming Judge S. W. Hager,
of Owensboro, chairman of the Dem-

ocratic Campaign Committee, with
power to appoint Executive and Ad-

visory Committee's, a secretary and
other assistants and to select head-

quarters, was adopted unanimously.
Representation In the platform

convention will bo on tho basis of
one delegate for every 100 votes and
every fraction thereof over ltfty cast
in the last Presidential election, the
delegates to bo selected In mass
conventions to bo held In all coun-

ties Saturday, August 28, beginning
At 1 o'clock In the afternoon.

Convention Call.
The formal call, as Issued by. the

committees In Joint session, Satur-
day, for mass conventions and the
State convention, follows:

"Be It resolved by tho State Cen-

tral and Executive Committees of
the Democratic party of tho State of
Kentucky, In Joint session assembled
in Louisville, Ky on August 14,
1915 (a quorum of each of said com-

mittees being present In person),
that a Democratic delegate State con-

vention be held In the city of Louis-

ville, on August 31, 1915, at one
o'clock p. m for the purpose of
adopting and promulgating a Plat-

form of principles for the guidance
of Democratic officers and of the par-

ty In Kentucky and for the consider-

ation thereof by the people in tho
approaching campaign, to be follow-

ed by the November eleetlon of 1915,
at which the State ticket and mem-

bers of the next General Assembly
are to bo elected.

"Second Delegates fthall be se-

lected to said convention on the
basis of one delegate for every "100

votes and every fraction of 100 ovar
fifty votes cast by the Democratic
party of Kentucky at the Presiden-
tial election of 1912, which dele-

gates shall be selected In mass con-

ventions held In each and every
county in the 'state; provided, that
in case of counties having two or
more legislative districts, separate
conventions shall be held in each of
said districts as aforesaid, beginning
at 1 o'clock p. m. on Saturday, Au-

gust 28, 1915, and said conventions
shall be called to order and held In

the manner provided by the party
laws.

''Third All known Democrats, all
independent voters and all minors,
Who will be legal voters at the No-

vember election, 1915," and all voters
who declare a purpose to affiliate
with the Democratic party In the
next State election of 1915 are de-car- ed

eligible to participate in said
'mass conventions, and to be elected
delegates to Bald State conventions.

"Fourth Said maw conventions
hall be held at the court houlsee In

the various counties constituting
one or not more than two legisla-

tive dtetrlete; in all other counties
the chairman shall designate the
plaee of meetlBg."

McLEAN COUNTY MAX IS
KILLED AT BALL GAME

Owensboro, Ky Aug. 15. John
Selby, 43 years of age, was shot and
instantly killed by Ernest Glbbs at
Island Station, McLean county, this
afternoon. The tragedy was the re--

suit of previous trouble that had ed

between the two men. It Is
clafmed that Selby. had remonstrat-
ed with Glbbsfor attending a cot-

tage prayer meeting at Island while
in an intoxicated condition. At a
ball game at Island this afternoon
the argument was resumed when the
men met. It is said that Selby was
In the act of striking Glbbs with a
club when the latter pulled a revol-
ver from his pocket and fired. Selby
fell to the ground dead and Glbbs
was arrested by tho marshal and
turned over to the Sheriff, who con-

veyed him to Jail at Calhoun. Selby
loaves a widow and three children.
Glbbs Is a section foreman on the
Louisville & Nashville railroad.

N APPEAL
TO MEXICO IS ISSUED

Washington, Aug. 14. Tho an

appeal to Mexico, now be-

ing delivered to tho chiefs of fac-

tions and Governors of States, was
made public here ht by the
State Department.

Without even an intimation of
armed intervention, It calls upon the
leaders to meet somewhere In Mexi
co, on neutral ground, In a confer
enco ""to adopt tho first steps neces
sary to the constitutional recon
struction of the country" and to is
sue a call for Immediate elections.
The services of the United States or
any of tho other con-

ferees are 'offered as intermediaries
to arrange the meeting.

The apeal, tlthough addressed to
the political and military leaders,
takes on the form of. an announce-
ment to the Mexican people them-
selves. As made public by the State
Department the-- document is prefac-
ed by this announcement:

"The Mexican people nro Informed
that tho following communication
has been ' sent to many prominent
persons in Mexico who possess au-

thority or military power within tho
republic."

erroneously, or by fraud, moro than,
should have been certified from tho
faco of the ballbts. The same num-

ber, according to the notice, should
havo been counted for the contest-

ant. The returns of the election of-

ficers, It Is charged, are untrue and
Incorrect In this.

"Bribery by jou, or your agents,
by payment of money for votes,
which Influenced as many as 200 per-

sons to cast their votes for you that
would have been cast for me," Is
charged In tho notice.

A receunt of the ballots In each
of tho precincts In the four counties
Is asked, and Anally It Is stated that
tho contestant will pray the court to
havo his name pjaccd on the regular
election ballot In November to bo

voted for, Instead of that of the con-teste- e.

Answer to tho notice will be filed
by tho contestee within a short time
after filing the notice' In tho Circuit
Court Clerk's office.

Tho majority of Rlngo in the four
counties of the district was 221.

Wo are sorry that this contest has
been brought by Mr. Tanner, for we

do not believe that Mr. Rlngo, nor
anyono acting for him, was guilty of
any crooked dealing In the recent
primary, especially in tho manner as
charged, and wo feol confident that
tho many frlonds of Mr. Rlngo
throughout the district aro of tho
same opinion.
